Both are equipped 
with pre-lubricated bearings which are installed in each end of 
the hub. The hubs are of steel. 

Axles are round cold rolled steel attached to malleable brackets 
by means of split pins. This construction keeps the axle sta¬ 
tionary and prevents wear on the brackets. It also braces the 
handles of the wheelbarrow at the wheel end. The No. 2 has 
10 spokes whereas the No. 3 has 8 spokes.
